Public Opinion and th n Grouse Creek 
Lawbreakers! 

Havo our readers observed tho 
almost unanimous opinion of tho Press 
of tho Colony in dea'ing with tho diffi- 
culty at GrouKo Crock ? With ono ex- 
ception— tho Sunday News of this city 
— tho pnpors nil condemn tho courao 
of tho rioters and counsol vigorous 
aotion on tho part of tho Govern moot 
to put down tho turbulent spirits who 
are bidding defiance to tho writs and 
injunctions of the Cariboo Courts. It 
is gratifying to observe the press 
ranging itself on tlio eido of law and 
order and pronouncing in favor of the 
protection of lifo and property from 
tho lawless acts of dosporato men. It 
must bo doubly gratifying to Ilia Ex- 
cellency when ho roflools that ho has 
tho moral sympathy and support of 
the oxpononls of every shade of poli* 
tics in tho land. The quoslion, indeed, 
is not ono that admits of a diiTeronoo 
of opinion. The safety of every dol- 
lar's worth of capital now invested in 
mining enterprises in the Colony de- 
pends on tho action of tho Govern- 
mont in this ense. " Solf-presorvation 
is tho first law of Nature," it is said ; 
and every man who supports the 
Government and strengthens its hands 
in tho crisis now upon it, is securing 
for himself, his family . r>d his property 
protection for tho f'uturo, as surely as 
every man engaged in obstructing tho 
enforcement of the laws has laid him- 
self liablo w exemplary punishmont. 
The question has narrowod itsolf down 
to one between tho Government and 
tho Canadian Company. Tho claims 
of tho Grouse Crook Flume Company 
sink into insignificance and are not to 
bo thought of for a moment. Tho 
community dooa not stop to inquir e 
whether tho law-breakers are British 
subjects or Hindoos ; whether they 
hail from across the lino or bolong to 
tho Queon's dominions on tho other 
side of tho Itocky Mountains. Tho 
nationality of evil doers is lost Bight of 
in tho magnitude ot tho issue involved 
—the public security. All tho Governs 
mont knows — all tho people ought to 
know — is that tho men havo broken 
out in opon rebellion and obstruct tho 
execution of tho law; that they havo 
sot at defianco tho duly constituted 
authorities and havo rendered them- 
selves liablo to tho most sovero pun* 
ishmont if they porsovero in their 
course: The eyes of tho Colonists are 
turned towards His Bxcolleucy and 
watch his courso in this crisis Tho 
peoplo demand tho adoption of a policy 
that will insure tho proper enforce- 
ment of tho laws, and tho punishment 
of tho mon who havo dared to take 
up arms to resist their execution. 
Shall those demands by the law-and- 
ordorloving portion of the community 
bo acceded to? or will tho Govern- 
ment cover itself with odium and 
ridiculo, and bring British law and 
British institutions into contempt by 
pursuing a pusillanimous, temporizing 
courso?

Editors Colonist : — To realize the beau- 
ties of British Columbian rule you should 
come to Kootenay. Tha only ofiUid hero 
is ilm Collector of Customs, Mi Nutmousell, 
who is a very popular oQieer and looks 
closely alter bis duties, and taxes of all sorts 
and descriptions. Since the dismissal ol 
Judge Gaggin, who relused to not in any 
official capacity some time befoio his death 
(of which you doubtless have heard long 
cine--) all mining disputes have remained in 
statu quo except those settled by Club Law, 
which lo the credit of Iho hoy- have been 
vary lew. Whether there is to be any G dd 
Coin mi sionei' here tbia season or not, is a 
matter of groat unceriaiuty. Although 
Juilgo Cox is reported to be on his way via 
Big Bend, we are entirely at a loss to know 
when he will bo here. 

We have had no news from tha oirci 
world lor n month past, and as we bav • 
neither express nor mail communication, wi 
are likely to remain without news for some 
time. Any person who would bring in a 
lot of newspapors now would ho considered 
a public benefactor anil wool;! make money 
by the oneralioD ; surely the Government 
can allard to pay S'100 or $150 per month for 
bringing the mails from Fort Siiephord to 
n camp that coutributos so largely to the 
revenue as Kootenay. There have been but 
few arrivals here this season. Tho present 
p-pulation is about 100 whites and 210 
Chinamen. Thero aro few if any idle men, 
arid although no now strikes aro reported 
yet the hors aro doing well, nuking from 
wages to S-0 per day where olaims a re- 
opened. O-v ng to high water, creek claims 
arc not workable ut present but will be in a 
short timo. 

There wa? quite a rush for Finjny Creel;, 
about 70 miles north, the other day, but most 
of tho boys have rnturneJ; (hoy report find- 
ing fair prospects in tho benches, but tbo 
difficulty of getting water on tho ground 
precludes prospecting at present. 

Tne Deep Shaft men have been sinking 
(or two or three weeks past j they are now 
down about 85 feat without Boding bed rock. 
They expect to bottom In a few doys, and 
i re very sanguine of finding it rich. Should 
they do so it will produce a revolution in this 
camp. The gravel benches on this crock all 
prospect fairly and nli'ord highly favorable 
facilities for hydraulic mining. There is now 
one hydraulic claim working with very sat- 
isfactory results, Should deep prospecting 
fail, this, in my opinion, will bo the principal 
kind of mining thai will poy hero alter this 
year; hut us tbo benches are very extensive 
they will afford employment for a much 
greater number of men than there is here at 
present lor some years to come.

Van should 
visit Kootenay it you want to feat good boi-f, 
T e town ol Fisherville supports two stores 
(Oppenlieimcr & Co and Dixon k Co), three 
whiskey mills, one blacksmith shop (Archie 
Dodd and Mr Ward of Yale, proprietors), 
ono barbar shop, on Sunday?, and two rcB- 



tauronls. All h&nd •■omplain of dull times 
at present, but aro hopeful of tho future, 
In tho opinion of those boi>t acquainted with 
this camp there aro great probabilities of rich 
ditooveriea being made in ibis section ; but 
should there b a ever so lar^o a population, 
British Columbians (outside the liovern- 
meni) can prufii but little by it, until such 
times* as there is a trail made in tho right 
place, which, in ray opinion, can bo dono at 
small outlay. That will allow merchants 
und packers lrom Hopo to compete with 
those lrom Walla Walla, except in iho ar- 
ticles of flour, bacon and bed, which must 
always oomc from Washington Territory. 
The only rial difficulty in our route is tho 
Hope mountain ; and Mr Allison, ol Simnl- 
karaeen, says ho litis discovered n now pass, 
where iho enow is ofl as oarly us ibo middle 
of May. If such bo the case, thero is no 
reason why pack trains cannot arrive hero 
from Hope as early as tho 10th of June, as 
the Shepherd or Salmon Mountain can easily 
be avoided by making a trail up tho Koote- 
nay river lor a disiuneo ol ubout 25 miles, 
after which tho river is navigable for steam- 
ers or sailing craft lor some 00 or 80 miles, 
which brings you east of Government river, 
where the present trail crosses about 10 miles 
irons its month; the distance from the mouth 
of Government liver to Wild Horse (/'reck is 
in tiie neighborhood of one hundred miles. 
The trail honi Allir-on's to Kurt Shepherd, a 
distance r.l 100 to 170 miles, passes through 
an open country, with abundaneo ol grass 
and water, and is t he bval grazing country I 
have i-un in British Columbia. In passing 
down Kettle river packers are obliged to 
puss through n portion of Washington Terri- 
tory, but there is no difficulty in getting a 
permit from iho proper officer nt Colrillo for 
that purpose There is u trail through 
British territory leaving Kettle river at 
Christina Creel;, but as it passes over several 
"exceedingly high m.uutains," and is alio., 
goiher a '"hard road to travol." It will re- 
main fur a long timo a monument of tho wia'- 
dom of Mr Dewdney, who before making it 
must have said ol the revenue, " What will 
they do « i tli it V 

1 cannot conclude without saying a word 
with regard to the geography and climate of 
Kootenay, which appears to he a terra aicojc 
nil a to even British Columbines. Thh 
creek ri-er in a ,--| ur of the It cky Moun- 
tain.-, and empti s into the Kootenay river 
from -100 to 500 miles from its mouth. Tee 
Kootenay valley is extensive, with just suffi- 
cient timber for mining or other purposesT 
It is a line Bti ek-raising e lUntry, and a huge 
band of cattle wintered soveoty miles north 
from here on the Columbia lake, and were 
fat this spring. The climate is, in my opin- 
ion, better than even Victoria. Spriug 
opens early in April, with showers until 
Au^u-it. The autumn is dry and not at all 
cold; the wiuter, from all accounts, is not 
colder than at Yah-, and is dry and cheer- 
ful with but little snow, Ja-t now straw- 
beriios are ut their best, and wo en 
luxuriate in strawberries and cream quite as 
early in the season ns you Victorians. 'I he 
ouly thing we luck is vegetables- Tho 
Chinamen into raise plenty, bul we objeoi to 
them mi account ol their mode of euriching 
the soil. Limping soon to see Victoria nod 
tho whole country prosperous.
